This  program 
is  part  of  Wesleyan’s  year  long 
I theme,  “Exploring  the  Southern  Ex- 
perience in  literature,  history,  religion 
and  culture.”  The  program  will  in- 
clude Lanier’s  music  for  flute,  piano, 

I and  voice. 

Dr.  Jane  S.  Cabin,  who  will  pre- 
I )|'5ent  the  program,  is  a Phi  Beta  Kap- 
; pa  graduate  of  Queens  College  of  the 
J City  University  of  New  York;  she 
received  both  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  in  English  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Her 
dissertation  was  on  the  relationship 
between  Lanier’s  musical  studies  and 
the  development  of  his  poetic  style. 

In  connection  with  this,  she  arranged 
a recital  of  Lanier’s  poetry  and  music 
compositions;  several  of  the  latter 
had  not  been  performed  since  the 
19th  century.  She  is  the  author  of 
several  articles  on  American  poets, 
and  has  spoken  before  a variety  of 
academic  groups  on  such  subjects  as 
American  sheet  music  illustrations  of

The  Second  Wesleyan  International 
Exhibition  of  Prints  and  Drawings  is 
being  held  through  Feb.  6.  Etchings, 
lithographs,  mixed  media  drawings 
and  many  other  media  forms  are  be- 
ing exhibited  in  the  East  and  West 
Galleries  of  Porter  Auditorium  on  the 
Wesleyan  campus,  and  at  the  Macon 
Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  Exhibition,  cosponsored  by 
Wesleyan  College  and  the  Museum  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  includes  118  prints 
and  drawings  by  artists  in  the  United 
States,  Canada  and  Mexico. 

The  biennial  show  was  begun  in 
1980  by  printmaker  and  former 
Wesleyan  assistant  professor  of  art, 
Zdzislaw  Sikora.  The  Exhibition 
received  the  endorsement  of  the 
Southern  Graphics  Council,  the 
largest  print  organization  in  the 
United  States.  It  was  the  first  exhibi- 
tion to  receive  this  honor. 

The  1980  Exhibition  was  the  largest 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  This 
year’s  show  is  one  of  less  than  one 
dozen  international  competitions  in 
this  country. 


Three-hundred-and-eight  artists 
submitted  over  800  slides  for  judging 
in  this  year’s  show.  Wesleyan  College 
assistant  professor  of  art.  Art 
Werger,  will  exhibit  two  etchings  in 
the  show;  Werger  is  the  only  Georgia 
artist  represented  among  the  107  ar- 
tists included  in  the  show. 

Jurors  for  the  Exhibition  were 
Carolyn  Autry,  etcher  and  merit 
award  winner  in  the  first  Wesleyan 
Exhibition;  and  Sidney  Chafetz, 
emeritus  professor  of  art  at  Ohio 
State  University. 

Awards  and  purchase  prizes  total- 
ing over  $6,500  were  awarded  at  the 
opening.  A number  of  pieces  will  be 
selected  by  the  jurors  for  a traveling 
exhibit.  Exhibits  are  planned  until 
February  1984  at  the  Chattahoochee 
Art  Association  in  LaGrange,  Ga.; 
the  University  of  South  Carolina  at 
Beaufort;  Alabama  School  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Birmingham;  Madison- 
Morgan  Cultural  Center  in  Madison, 
Ga.;  and  Spirit  Square  Art  Center  in 
Charlotte,  N.C. 
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All  eyes  were  on  newly  installed  alumnae  presi- 
dent, Laura  Sullivan  Barkley,  *68,  as  she  open- 
ed the  fall  alumnae  council  meeting.

“In  response  to  these  concerns  the 
following  programs  are  now  available 
to  aid  students  in  financing  college 
costs:” 

Alumnae  Grant 

If  any  member  of  a student’s  im- 
mediate family  (parents,  grand- 
parents, siblings)  attended  Wesleyan, 
the  student  is  eligible  for  an  Alumnae 
Grant.  Grants  are  awarded  up  to  20 
percent  of  the  tuition  cost. 

Family  Plan 

If  more  than  one  family  member  is 
attending  Wesleyan  at  the  same  time, 
each  can  receive  a grant  of  up  to  20 
percent  of  the  cost  of  tuition. 

The  following  conditions  apply  to 
the  Family  Plan  and  the  Alumnae 
Grant: 

(1)  Students  qualifying  for  both  of 
these  programs  may  receive 
assistance  from  only  one  pro- 
gram. 

(2)  All  other  financial  assistance, 
exclusive  of  the  GTEG,  will  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  of 
the  Family  Plan  or  Alumnae 
Grant.  These  grants  are  equal 
to  20  percent  of  the  cost  of  tui- 
tion. 

Ministerial  Scholarships 

Dependent  daughters  of  United 
Methodist  ministers  are  eligible  to 
receive  a grant  equal  to  one-third  the 
cost  of  tuition  for  each  year  of  atten- 
dance at  Wesleyan.  Applications  for 
this  grant  are  available  in  the 
Wesleyan  College  Financial  Aid  Of- 
fice.

The  parents’  monthly  payments 
to  the  Plan  provide  the  funds  to  meet 
semester  charges.  The  student’s 
education  is  protected  with  life  and 
disability  insurance  on  the  parent. 

Mastercard  - VISA 

Wesleyan  allows  a year’s  expenses 
to  be  charged  on  mastercard  or 
VISA,  spreading  payments  out  over  a 
year’s  time.  College  expenses  may  be 
charged  to  either  of  these  accounts. 

Campus  Employment 

Any  student,  regardless  of  financial 
need,  who  desires  to  work. on  campus 
will  be  eligible  for  a part-time  job  at 
Wesleyan  College,  provided  all  other 
eligibility  requirements  are  met. 
Students  employed  under  this  pro- 
gram must  maintain  a 2.25  grade 
point  average  and  maintain  satisfac- 
tory academic  progress  to  continue. 

Guaranteed  Cost  Plan 

Paying  the  entire  tuition  for  four 
years  at  Wesleyan  prior  to  attending 
insures  no  tuition  increases.  Even 
greater  savings  can  be  realized  by  ob- 
taining a long-term  loan  from  a len- 
ding institution  and  itemizing  tax 
returns  each  year.  For  further  infor- 
mation contact  the  Financial  Aid  of- 
fice 477-1110,  ext.

Mrs.  Griffin  emphasizes,  “Students 
eligible  for  admission  to  Wesleyan 
College  should  not  feel  unable  to  ap- 
ply for  admission  or  to  enroll  because 
of  financial  considerations.  Students 
who  need  and  qualify  for  financial 
aid  will  be  assisted.”
